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VEGGIE BURGERS: 



Even carnivores can find joy in these meatless patties

In recent weeks, I’ve consumed more than a 
dozen veggie burgers and endured about as 
many smart alecky remarks about my task. 

“Is this some kind of punishment?” 

“Did you draw the short straw, heh heh?” 

What these people fail to understand is 
that not all veggie burgers stink. 

With so many restaurants offering this 
beef alternative (we counted more than 150 
veggie burger spots on chicagomenupages. 
com alone), the veggie burger has risen from 
dry booby prize for the vegan at the table 
to a destination treat tempting hungry 
carnivores. 

Perhaps that’s why, according to the NPD 
Group, a marketing research organization, 
Americans ordered 19 percent more meatless 
burgers in restaurants between August 2007 
and August 2008, with a total of 244 million 
veggie patties chomped in restaurants during 
that period. 

Why? Maybe it’s because the popular 
books “In Defense of Food,” “Skinny Bitch” 
or “The Flexitarian Diet” all advocate eating 
less or no meat. Or perhaps it’s because 
American diners are trying to reduce their 
carbon footprints— which you can decrease 
by 1,160 miles per year if you swap meat and 
dairy for an all-vegetarian diet one day a 
week, according to a 2008 Carnegie Mellon 
University study 

Regardless of the reason, there has never 
been a better time to indulge in this oft- 
maligned treat. Tbu just need to know where 
to nosh. 

With recommendations from fellow 
foodies— especially vegetarian foodies — I 
went on the hunt for the best veggie burger in 
the area. The places went far beyond the usual 
health- food spots— heck, even many Burger 
Kings will make a veggie burger if you ask. But

about six burgers into my research, it became 
clear that not everybody is shooting for the 
same target when it comes to these meatless 
mounds. Some aim for shredded vegetable 
patties. Some go for the look of ground beef 
while others use soy and gluten to simulate the 
meaty texture. Some are all about grains while 
others just aim to put something yummy and 
meatless between two buns. 

I found merits in them all. But after 
downing a baker’s dozen, I narrowed the 
field to my top four faves: Grand Lux Cafe, 
The Counter and Ed Debevic’s in Chicago 
and Michael’s Chicago Style Red Hots in 
Highland Park. 

Tribune restaurant critic Phil Vettel and 
vegetarian entertainment writer Lauren Viera 
were then recruited to join me on the final 
leg of the veggie burger adventure. We rated 
each on texture, flavor and the final product. 
Although we didn’t always agree, we had a 
tasty time sorting them out. 



Tastiest delight 

Grand Lux Cafe 

600 N. Michigan Ave.;

» This wild mushroom 
burger-made of finely 
chopped portobello, 
shiitake, cremini and 
button mushrooms 
blended with garlic, 
cheese and thyme 
then topped with 
basil aioli-knocked 
our collective 
sneakers off.

Our vegetarian taster 
didn’t like it much, but the two meat eaters 
thought it tasted even better than the 
bison burger we got for comparison.

The scene: All four food groups. Hand- 
held convenience. Endless opportu- 
nity for reinvention. Yes, the sand- 
wich is quite 
possibly the 
perfect food. 

And Wicker^,^ 

Park sand- f ^ 
wich shop 
Jerry’s has 
elevated it to 
an art form. 

No wonder 
there’s usu- 
ally await for a 
table on weekends. 

But now there’s a way to avoid the 
crowds— for a while, at least. Two 
weeks ago, Jerry’s rolled out brunch, 
expanding its sandwich service by two 
hours on weekend mornings. 

Early risers are rewarded for their 
bleary-eyed pursuit of a good sand- 
wich. When we arrived an hour or so 
after opening, we were seated prompt- 
ly by the cozy fireplace. By the time 



we left, the place was packed with 
all manner of yuppies, yipsters and 
Bugaboo-pushing moms, and the host 
stand was quoting a 20 -minute wait. 

The cuisine: Jerry’s sticks to its tried- 
and-true concept, offering 16 break- 
fast sandwiches on a choice of toasted 
challah, biscuit or bagel. Options 
range from egg, sausage, cheese and 
tomato jam ($8.45) to egg, smoked 
salmon, cucumber and arugula with 


lemon and wasabi mayos ($10.20). 

Abu can’t go wrong with one of the 
Southern-inspired creations. Our fried 
green tomato sandwich ($8.95) came 
stacked with eggs, bacon and cheese. 
The cornmeal-battered tomatoes had 
just the right amount of bite, and a 
smear of spicy remoulade added extra 
kick. We ordered our fried chicken 
sandwich ($8.45) on a biscuit to com- 
plete the regional theme and were 


glad we did. The buttery biscuit nearly 
completed the egg-fried chicken- 
mayo cholesterol bomb— the only 
thing that might have made it better 
was a little gravy 

We can’t rightly advise you to eat 
anything other than sandwiches at 
Jerry’s, but if you’ve got a maverick 
in your group, Jerry’s makes a very 
acceptable Erench toast with caramel- 
ized bananas ($9.95). Quiche, smoked 
salmon bagels and steel-cut oatmeal 
make the menu too. 

Apart from sandwiches, Jerry’s 
other specialty is beer— and it would 
be a shame to let convention dis- 
suade you from uncapping one before 
noon. The trick is finding something 
that won’t confuse your taste buds 
at an early hour. We find Eounder’s 
Breakfast Stout ($7), chock full of 
toasted coffee flavor, is just the thing. 
Pour it into your coffee cup, and no 
one will be the wiser.

Skin is in: Adult 
movie stars are 
crossing over into 
mainstream films

HOLLYWOOD There’s a new breed of perform- 
er that’s becoming a hot Hollywood com- 
modity, and we’re not talking about talkative 
Chihuahuas. 

Once largely shunned as pariahs by the 
entertainment industry porn stars are turning 
up with increasing regularity on shopping-mall 
movie screens and in prime-time TV shows, 
underscoring pornography’s steady migration 
over the last three decades from the pop-cul- 
ture margins to the mainstream. 

Probably the most significant evidence 
of the trend so far is Oscar-winning director 
Steven Soderbergh’s decision to cast Sasha 
Grey, a 20 -year-old who began making hard- 
core movies when she was 18, in his upcom- 
ing feature film “The Girlfriend Experience.” 
The movie is told from the perspective of a 
$io,ooo-a-night call girl. Grey has appeared 
in other non-pornographic films, including 
the Canadian low-budget flick “Smash Cut.” 

“She’s really good, totally fearless, very 
smart,” says the director of “Traffic” and “Erin 
Brockovich,” who recently finished shooting 
the film. “It certainly didn’t seem like there 
was anything I could suggest that she couldn’t 
handle.” 

Top adult performers such as Jenna Jameson 
have become household names, their like- 
nesses adorning everything from best-selling 
books to ski boards to bobble head dolls. 

Asked why adult stars have become more 
acceptable in Hollywood, Soderbergh cited 
the proliferation of Internet porn and the 
change in attitudes signified by the infamous 
bootleg video showing socialite Paris Hilton 
having sex with a paramour. In years past, such 
a tape likely would’ve destroyed reputations. 
Instead, it boosted Hilton’s paparazzi profile. 

“That changed everything,” Soderbergh 
says. “Or it didn’t change everything; it con- 
firmed that everything had changed.” 

Adult stars who make the leap to major- 
studio roles remain relatively rare. But Grey 
isn’t the only young adult-film performer gain- 
ing wider exposure in Hollywood these days. 


Katie Morgan, a business-savvy 28 -year-old 
who has made dozens of adult films, is current- 
ly appearing in indie director Kevin Smith’s 
R-rated “Zack and Miri Make a Porno,” which 
opened on Halloween to strong reviews. Prior 
to “Zack and Miri,” Morgan made a brief 
appearance in an episode of “Entourage.” 

Morgan sees porn’s absorption into middle- 
class Americana as part of a larger demograph- 
ic shift, as baby-boomer consumer tastes are 
usurped by those of a Generation X that grew 
up with easier access to triple-X product. “It’s 
the old school moving in with the new school,” 
she says. “It’s not taboo the way it was.” 

Although “Zack and Miri” contains plenty 
of raunchy language, it contains no actual 
explicit sex scenes (although it does have 
several pretty convincing simulated ones). In 
addition to Morgan, the movie’s cast includes 
adult actress Traci Lords, whose character, 
“Bubbles,” enthusiastically lends her peculiar 
skills to Zack and Miri’s attempt to make a 
skin flick to raise rent money 

Lords, one of porn’s pioneering crossover 
performers, began making adult movies in 
the early 1980s, then graduated to commer- 
cial TV roles and movie roles, including one 
in “Blade.” 

Writer-director Smith says it was at actor 
Seth Rogen’s suggestion that he decided to 
cast Lords and Morgan in “Zack and Miri.” 
“To be honest, those two characters don’t have 
heavy lifting to do dialogue-wise.” 

But there was some heavy lifting to do 
clothes-shedding wise, and with experienced, 
uninhibited adult performers on the set. 
Smith says, “there’s no sort of, ‘Gee, shucks, 
can you take your top off?’ ” 

At a recent press round table to promote 
“Zack and Miri,” the 26 -year-old Rogen 
cracked that he hadn’t made any films without 
real porn stars in them. 

“ ‘Pineapple Express’ is the only movie I’ve 
done without porn stars in it,” Rogen said. He 
added: “They’re like a director of photography 
to me, someone you need on set to make the 
movie.”

When Brian Johnson got the news that AC/DC’s 
new album had debuted at No. i in America— and 
in more than two dozen countries— he didn’t pop 
any champagne. 

Instead, the lead singer of one of the world’s 
biggest rock groups celebrated alone, in a modest 
hotel, with a plastic cup of wine and a cheese sand- 
wich. He was preparing for a tour. 

“It {is] kind of ironic, isn’t it?” laughs Johnson, 
who had been staying in Wilkes-Barre, Pa., where 
the band kicked off their recent tour last month. “I 
wasn’t promenading down the street ... none of that. 
I was sitting in a little room.” 

“I think it typifies AC/DC basically, it’s just what 
we’re like,” he says of the low-key celebration. “I 
guess I like it that way We always keep our head 
below the radar, always have been. Now, there’s 
nowhere to hide!” 

Not that Johnson is seriously interested in tak- 
ing cover after the huge success of “Black Ice,” the 
group’s first studio album in eight years. The CD, 
released exclusively at Wal-Mart and on the band’s 
Web site, sold nearly 800,000 copies in its first 
week in the U.S., making it the second-best album

While AC/DC is not unaccustomed to topping 
the charts, they are enjoying their greatest success, 
and exposure, in years. 

“It’s definitely their biggest return to form in 
many years,” said Jason Fine, executive editor of 
Rolling Stone, which put AC/DC’s Johnson and 
the group’s founding members and leaders, guitar 
brothers Angus and Malcolm Young— on a recent 
cover (guitarist Cliff Williams and Phil Rudd round 
out the group). 

“It’s their best record since ‘Back in Black,’ since 
1980,” added Fine. “Unlike some of the records that 
they made over the last 20 years, this one really 
sounds alive.”

Court nixes ‘Choose 
Life’ license plates 

A federal appeals court ruled 
Friday that the Illinois secretary 
of state’s office does not have 
to issue specialty license plates 
bearing the slogan “Choose Life,’’ 
favored by anti-abortion forces.

City sees uptick 
in violent crime 


Chicago Tribune 

Chicago’s violent crime continues to rise, as police 
released preliminary data Friday that shows murders 
have increased more than i6 percent through the end of 
October compared with the same period last year. 

As of Oct. 31, Chicago had 441 murders, just shy of 
the 443 murders for all of last year. However, the Tribune 
reported that five people have been killed since Nov i, 
including two teens shot to death Thursday night, bring- 
ing the total to 446, outpacing last year’s total. 

Chicago could be battling with New York City for the 
most number of murders this year. Chicago was ahead 
of New York City recently, but new data from that city 
shows 441 murders through Nov 2, making it about even 
with Chicago. Chicago’s murder totals have outpaced at 
least one big city, L.A., which has a total of 312 homicides 
this year as of Nov i. 

Taken in context, however, all three cities still are 


marking some of the lowest homicide totals in decades. 
Chicago’s total last year was the lowest since 1965. Even 
if Chicago surpasses a homicide count of 500 this year, it 
would still be among some of the lowest totals in the last 
four decades. 

Still, Police Supt. Jody Weis has been under fire for 
the increase in crime since coming to the department in 
February Weis said police are working to fight what he 
said are substantial gang, gun and drug problems. 

Chicago police officers have complained, however, of a 
persistent morale problem, with many saying lack of man- 
power, recent police scandals and a fear of complaints reg- 
istered by citizens have made officers less aggressive. 

Overall crime has increased 3.6 percent, with violent 
crime increasing 3.5 percent, according to Chicago police 
statistics. Criminal sexual assaults, aggravated batteries 
and arson reports are down. Robberies and aggravated 
assaults are up, the stats show. 


Robbery tie 
in Englewood 
murder? 

The shooting 
deaths of two teens 
in the Englewood 
neighborhood may 
have been related 
to an attempted 
robbery, police said 
Friday afternoon.
